The late horrible cutting affray In 
Hast Liverpool bas awakened the 
great mass of law-abiding cltlxens to 
the fact th a t ruffianism m ust be sup­ 
pressed In our midst, and th a t toughs 
and blackguards, men who draw and 
use a deadly weapon upon the slightest 
provocation, m ust have such punish­ 
ment dealt out to them as will teach 
them a lesson which will keep them 
In bounds for all tim e to come. 
If 
I he aforesaid ruffians must gulp down 
liquid tire in the shape of Intoxicants, 
in order th a t their cowardly hearts 
may be wrought up to such a pitch as 
to cause them to attem pt to take 
human life, then must this worthless 
class he taught th a t drunkenness Is 
uo excuse for crime; but, upon the 
contrary, Is rather an aggravation, and 
must be so construed by the law. 
Let 
ruffianism 
run 
ram pant In 
brothels and saloons, and It will not 
lie long 
until 
the Inmates 
aod 
habitues of such places do degdl? 
wi.rk upon Innocent and unoffending 
passers by. 
The majesty of the law asserts th a t 
all men are Innocent until they are 
proveu guilty. 
If Patrick Densmore 
Is an innocent man. then should he go 
free, without the shadow of a stain 
upon his life or character, in so far as 
this especial case is concerned. 
If he 
be proven guilty, as witnesses for the 
prosecution 
have already testified, 
tbeo he should receive the full penalty 
of an outrtged law. 
Even lf Poyser 
recovers from the Injuries sustained, 
and Patrick Densmore be proven to 
lie bis assailant, as already testified 
under oath, then Patrick Densmore 
should receive such a sentence as 
would prove a warning to all ruffians 
who take the law In their own hands. 
The assault upon 
Poyser aod his 
friend* was an awfully vicious one, 
arid the evident intention of the as­ 
sailant was to do murder. 
It was not 
his fault th a t Poyser does not now 
reel In the grave. 
Roughs a D d toughs are sure to as 
semble In every prosperous city, and 
are sure to make their presence known 
In a hurtful manner. 
But the law 
can control them , and It is the part of 
every good citizen to see th a t the law 
Is carried Into effect. 
L et mc Illustrate the hearing th a t 
the conduct of these toughs has upon 
the young boys In this city. bv the 
portrayal of an actual Incident which 
came under the w riter’s notice on Sun­ 
day morning. Three boys were as­ 
sembled upon the sidewalk of one of 
our prom inent thoroughfares. The 
eldest boy was about 13 yearsof age, 
tiis companions ll or 12. The first 
designated had evidently beeo read­ 
ing about the late cutting affray, and 
had provided himself with a knife 
patterning closely after the weapon 
described In the dally press. The 
youngster held the ugly weapon In 
f re in t of the face of one of his com­ 
panions and thus addressed him: 
“ I’ll cut your eye out with the first 
thrust, and theo I ’ll rip you up the 
back with the next one.” 
The nearer approach of the writer 
caused the boys to cease from their 
delineation of the late trouble; but 
the words and actions dem onstrate 
how closely our youth are Identified 
with the good and evil which Is dally 
(p u rrin g in our midst. 
And, by the way, do you know, oh 
ye g«*od citizens, th a t the rough and 
tough elem ent are a nuisance from 
every standpoint. 
They make un­ 
desirable citizens in tim e of peace, and 
they are abject cowards In tim e of 
war. 
Every old soldier of the late 
war, they who did their duty In the 
ranks, will coincide with me In this 
statem ent. 
And now let me speak a few words, 
words 
which 
can 
be 
made 
to effect wonderful good in 
th e 
direction of law and order and good 
conduct In our midst. Go to th e polls 
ato u r primaries; turn out enmasse; 
and don’t be satisfied even with this; 
drum your neighbors up aod U ke 
them with you; let every man who 
loves his city, and who wishes it to 
prosper, to bloom aod blossom like 
the rose, attend the primaries, and see 
to it th a t good men aud true, men of 
upright character and clean lives, are 
placed in office, and then, and theo 
only, will the law, lo Its majesty, be 
enforced in East Liverpool.

true women in th e city have a part to 
perform In this battle for 
right 
against wrong. See to it, ladles, th a t

church on Sunday night. Reverend 
Huston, pastor, addressed an Immense 
audience, taking as his subject the 
liquor traffic, denouncing It In un­ 
stinted terms, and holding it respon­ 
sible, In a marked degree, for the 
crime and disorder existing in our 
midst. 
The speaker further spoke of

Therefore it is by no means 
settled In the hnsehuli public s m ind that 
a club is I nu ter off to have its manager I 
am ong its players than to have him as n 
nonparticipant in tile game. 
St. lauds, 
Chicago, Cleveland, Cincinnati, Pittsburg 
aud New York have managers who are ac­ 
tive players. 
The oilier National league 
clubs employ managers who never put on 
a uniform unless in one or two instances, 
aa Irwin of Philadelphia, MeCloskey of 
Louisville aud Foutz of Brooklyn, when 
the uniform Is douued to penult the man 
ager to coach. 
Last year Anson began the season as 
manager by sittin g ou the bench la citizen 
dress. It didn’t work well in ids case, and 
not till he took up his knickerbockers and 
went iiack upon the nine did he succeed in 
impressing ids players with his strung per­ 
sonality. 
I presume, after all, It is not so 
inuoh a question of playing or not playing 
as it Is of the inau’s adaptation. Men like 
Anson, Doyle, Tebeau and Ew ing will do 
better by taking part in each gam e and 
participating in the work of the team, be 
it good, bad or indifferent. 
But tho H an­ 
lons, Seeles and Schmelze* are not built 
for effective service In uniform. 
N ext to Anson the m ost successful m an­ 
ager among those who play on their nines 
is Captain Oliver Tebeau of Cleveland, 
more fam iliarly known os Patsy.
